WASHINGTON, Jan. 17 (AP).— 
Leaders said today there was grave 
doubt that Congress would vote 
further financial aid for besieged 


Finland. 

They reported that a good many 
members feared additional assist- 
ance to the little repulic might 
involve the United States ultimate- 
ly in Europe's wars, despite Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s contention that the 
extension of credit at this time 


would neither constitute nor threat- 
en such involvement. 

Reports in the Senate were that 
Vice-President Garner was opposed 
to a new loan to Finland, Garner 
was said by one Senator to have 
described the Finnish proposal as 
“very unwise.” 

Mr. Roosevelt put the question 
up to Congress yesterday, with the 
observation that the “most reasona- 
ble” approach seemed to be an in- 
crease in the Export-Import Bank’s 
revolving credit fund to enable it 
to finance exports of American 
farm surpluses and manufactured 
products, not including implements 
of war. 

None, the President said, desired 
to create precedents which might 
lead to large credits to nations in 
Europe. 

The Senate Banking Committee 
held a closed meeting today to 
discuss the Finnish loan question. 
Jesse H. Jones, the Federal Loan 
Administrator, was the first wit- 
ness. The committee decided to 
ask Secretary of State Hull how the 
neutrality policy would be affected 
by aid to Finland. 

No Direct Loan, Says Wagner. 
Chairman Wagner of the Banking 
Committee said there was no 
chance for passage of a direct 
loan, such as that proposed in the 
bill of Senator Brown (Dem.), 
Michigan, to authorize the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation to 
lend Finland $60,000,000 for the 
purchase of anything, including 
arms, anywhere. 

In addition to the Brown bill, 
the committee had before it one 
by Senator King (Dem.), Utah, to 
authorize a $25,000,000 RFC loan 
for Finnish purchases of commodi- 
ties “grown, produced, or manu- 
factured"” in the United States. 

Wagner said the chances were 
not good for this type of legisla- 
tion, although the committee would 
consider the President's suggestion 
for enlarging the capital structure 
of the Export-Import Bank, which 
already has granted Finland a $10,- 
600,000 credit. 

Adoption of Mr. Roosevelt’s sug- 
gestion would permit the bank to 
grant further credits to Finland 
and South American nations. Un- 
der existing law, the bank cannot 
have more than $100,000,000 in 
trade-promotion loans outstanding 
at any onetime. Bank officials say 
its lending capacity is nearly used 


up. 
Possible Course for Finland. 

Representative Rayburn of. Texas, 
House Democratic leader, suggest- 
ed in debate yesterday that Finland 
could exchange with other coun- 
tries the non-military goods already 
obtained here on credit for more 
urgentiy needed articles. 

“It would be none of our bual- 
ness,” he declared.

mission at yesterday’s session. 


In final form the proposed ordi- 
nance and zoning map will be sub- 
mitted with recommendations to 
Mayor Bernard F. Dickmann, who 
had requested the commission to 
make a study of the zoning situa- 
tion in relation to land use and the 
ghift of population to the county.

The proposed regulations are in- 
tended to establish zones in ac- 
cordance with the present use of 
property, to preserve the value of 
present buildings, and to supply a 
comprehensive zoning plan, as re- 
quired under State laws.

The commission’s plan now must 
be submitted to the United States 
District Court for the Eastern 
District of Missouri, where Mis- 
souri Pacific filed its original peti- 
tion on March 31, 1933. 

If the Federal Court approves the 
plan then it must be submitted to 
the creditors. If two-thirds of each 
class of creditors voting approve 
the plan, it then would become ef- 
fective. The commission fixed the 
effective date as of Jan. 1, 1940. 

Eight of the 11 commissioners 
fully approved the plan. Commis- 
sioner Carroll Miller concurred in 
the conclusion but expressed dis- 
agreement with certain principles 
set up by the majority. Commis- 
sioners Walter M. W. Splawn and 
W. J. Patterson did not participate 
in the case.

$3500 Loan to Himself. 


The personal real estate deals 
the Superintendent told about were 
the erection of a house on a lot 
he owned on Edwin avenue, Glen- 
dale, and the construction of a 
store and office building to replace 
one destroyed by fire on Manches- 
ter avenue at the city limits. To- 
wards the expense of these under- 
takings he borrowed $3500 from the 
Children’s Relief Fund. 


“There was no formal secur- 
ity,” he said, “but only a state-. 
ment in the files acknowledging 
the indebtedness. All I had was 
behind this pledge. The pro- 
ceeds of this $3500 advance went 
largely to these two properties. 

“My object was to increase the 
amount of the fund. This advance 
added $1647.28 to the fund, besides 
restoring the $3500 principal. There 
was $247.28 interest paid, figured 
at 2 per cent, the same as the fund 
would have earned in a bank sav- 
ings account, and the additional 
$1400 was the profit on the sale 
of the Edwin avenue house, which 
I turned into the fund. I could 
have obtained money elsewhere for 
the improvements as easy as pie. 
A completely new building was put 
up on Manchester avenue, and I 
have declined $80,000 for it.” 


Stock Part of Repayment. 
The repayment included a $1000 
stock certificate in the Seven Up 
Bottling Co., a soda water concern. 
The certificate was turned over to 
the fund last June 1. The rec 
ord shows the $3500 advance was 
received by Gerling April 7, 1937, 
and that five cash installments of 
$500 each, totaling $2500, were re- 
paid on the following dates: Oct. 19 
and Nov. 3, 1938; May 15, June 15 
and Aug, 14, 1939. 

In the record of receipts are 
$247.28 paid by Gerling as interest, 
last June 12 and $1400 turned in 
by him last Aug. 30, in three items, 
of, respectively, $400, $500 and $500.

$16,500 From Other Funds. 

Borrowings of $16,500 from six 
other funds are shown in the rec- 
ord of advances in and out of the 
Children’s Relief Fund, together 
with $9600 in loans by this account 
to Gerling, to another fund and 
to one official fund of the board.

Asked why the bulk of the busi- 
ness went to Murphy, Gerling re- 
plied: 

First, he and 
Wade went before a mass meeting 
of the teaching corps at Soldan 
High School on relief funds, about 
1932, and said they guaranteed the 
fund against any losses, and it was 
thoroughly ‘understood then they 
would get the business. Second, 
Murphy was there and I knew him 
well. 

“Murphy always has been very 
friendly towards me; that was just 
like anything else, it just built up. 
He also was very friendly to the 
father of John J. Sheahan (a board 
member). Sheahan’s father, who 
also once was a member of the 
board, was friendly to me after he 
had been on the board.” 

Denies Personal Gain. 

Repeatedly during the five-hour 
interview Gerling declared vehe- 
mently that he had derived no per- 
sonal advantage in the handling 
of the various funds, 

“I haven't profited a penny,” he 
said,. “Not only that, but I paid 
out. I think I personally paid out 
—well, I can’t estimate it, but it 
runs into fair figures.” 

All executive officers and key 
employes of the school board were 
questioned recently about their per- 
sonal bank accounts by representa- 
tives of Boyd, Cronk & Co., auditors 
who made a general checkup for 
the board, Asked about the ques- 
tions put to him, Gerling said: 

“One of the auditors asked me 
to explain some bank deposits. I 
said I didn’t have my checkbook, 
didn’t have it at all; a lot of my 
records I had in storage were 
burned up in the fire of the Man- 
chester avenue building (in Febru- 
ary, 1936).

erage account, Henry J. Gerling No. 

. Edwards & Sons. An 
other account in the same house, 
Henry J. Gerling No. 1, was “pure- 
ly personal,” the superintendent 
told the reporter. “None of the 
special funds went into it at all,” 


Starting the interview, Gerling 
told of the relations of the Pupils’ 
Relief Fund, for lunches and other 
aid of needy children, drawn from 
the annual charitable contributions 
of school employes, and of the fund 
for the 1988 school tax campaign. 

“We didn’t take any money out 
of the Pupils’ Relief Fund to put 
into the tax fund,” he said. “No 
money was transferred from the 
relief fund, 

“In October, 1937, there was a 
meeting of all school principals 
with me. We discussed what to do 
with the relief fund. I proposed 
as an alternative (to the usual col- 
lection of 1 per cent of salaries for 
all charitable objects) the contribu- 
tion of nine-tenths of 1 per cent for 
United Charities and all the other 
charity agencies, and a separate 
collection for the tax campaign, 
for which I thought one-tenth of 1 
per cent would do. There was 
$6000 available, left in the citizens’ 
fund from the tax campaign of 
1934. 

“However, the principals voted 
for the regular 1 per cent, instead 
of two ‘bites’; 1 per cent amounted 
to about $90,000. They voted to give 
United Charities either $60,000 or 
$62,000; the Boy Scouts $1500, the 
Salvation Army $2000 and so on, 
and $12,000 for the Pupils’ Relief 
Fund. 
$15,500 for Campaign. 

“All the rest was to be used for 
the 1938 tax campaign, if neces- 
sary. My recollection is this bal- 
ance was $15,500: We sent the 1938 
Citizens’ Campaign Committee 
$9500 of this balance and the old 
committee turned over to it the 
$6000. The principals wanted noth- 
ing to be left in the campaign fund 
after the campaign, but all the re- 
mainder to go to the Pupils’ Relief 
Fund. 

“Of the $6000 retained, $1000 went 
to the expense of a repeat perform- 
ance of ‘Musica Americana.’ I think 
the earlier cost of that pupils’ pro- 
duction came from thé board. The 
public wanted it repeated and it 
was an integral feature of the tax 
campaign. 

“Out of the $5000 then left we 
took, I think, $2150, and moved it 
to the Pupils’ Relief Fund, taking 
out of the.relief fund $2150 in se- 
curities, In the spring of 1938 we 
had the biggest demand for relief 
we ever had on the relief fund and 
I wanted in this way to get cash 
for the relief 1.nd. I had bought 
securities several years before for 
the relief fund; that began ‘way 
back in 1932. I did that because 
I wanted to make some income— 
not profit—on the. portion of the 
principal not in use, 

“I felt there might at any time 
come a tremendous demand for re- 
lief and I wanted to hold. some 
funds in the background. The de- 
mand did come in 1938, and then 
I could either sell securities or use 
what was in the treasury under 
the general caption of the tax cam- 
paign, 

“I made about $8500 income for 
the fund, as I recall, in the last 
eight years’ transactions in the Pu- 
pils’. Relief Fund.”

Employers Retaliate. 

The employers retaliated by 
speading reports of revolutionary 
threats to blow up bridges and com- 
mit other depredations. But none 
of these supposed threats ever ma- 
terialized, 

“There is one matter in this con- 
nection that has not been brought 
out and that could not be brought 
out in 1934,” he said, “A member 
of the American Civil Liberties Un- 
ion—and I am not charging - that 
organization is Communistic or fur- 
thers Communism—this member, 
Chester Williams, and a group with 
him attempted to make the Im- 
perial Valley a laboratory or a sort 
of proving ground for revolutionary 
activity, 

“This same Chester Williams 
shortly afterward was employed by 
the Federal Government and still 
is employed as assistant commis- 
sioner of education in the Depart- 
ment of the Interior.” 

Glassford had not made public 
this information at the time be- 
cause when he left the valley war- 
rants had been issued for alleged 
assailants of an attorney for the 
Civil Liberties Union. 

“If I had given any official rec- 
ognition to the activities of Chester 
Williams it probably would have re- 
sulted in further acts of intimida- 
tion,” 

Attorney Seized. 


Disregard of legal procedure had 
started before Glassford’s arrival. 
A Labor Department report given 
him told of the seizure of an at- 
torney, A. L. Wirin, by a crowd 
when he attempted to hold a meet- 
ing of workers in Brawley, his 
transportation some 20 miles into 
the desert and his abandonment 
there after his shoes had been tak- 
en from him and his automobile 


.dumped into a river, 


After this meeting “there were 
wholesale arrests without charges, 
including a number of women and 
children, by officers who — were 
searching for four or five agita- 
tors. The agitators were legally 
arrested four or five days. later.” 

Shortly before he reached the 
valley another attorney, Grover 
Johnson, arrived with writs of ha- 
beas corpus for the release of some 
labor organizers who had been ar- 
rested and jailed. Johnson was 
successful in his: efforts but when 
he left the courthouse in El Cen- 
tro he was set upon and beaten by 
a crowd on the courthouse lawn 
and his wife was arrested when she 
came to his aid with a pistol. 

In connection with the alleged 
assaults upon the attorneys, Glass- 
ford read into the records a letter 
Johnson wrote him in response to 
his request for a statement of the 
testimony Johnson was prepared to 
give a grand jury. 

Johnson charged that Charles 
Nice, superintendent of the Im- 
perial County Farm at the time, 
beat and kicked him and that Hugh 
Osborne, a member of the board 
of County Supervisors, and Chan 
Livingston, manager of the Fed- 
eral Re-employment Office at El 
Centro, had stood over him and 
threatened him, 


Three Men Deny Charges. 

Called to the stand by the com- 
mittee chairman, Senator La Fol- 
lette, the three men accused by 
Johnson denied his charges. 

Nice, who said he is now secre- 
tary of the Brawley Chamber of 
Commerce and a director of the As- 
sociated Farmers of Imperial 
County, admitted he had _§ struck 
Johnson but denied he kicked him. 

“As Johnson passed me at the 
door of the: coyrthouse, he called 
me ‘a red-baiting — — —,’” Nice 
testified, 

“I hit him just as hard as I 
could on the point of the chin. 
He struck back and I hit him 
again. When Gen, Glassford said 
I kicked him, he was absolutely 
in error.”

Nunn, a Negro, 

Never in Dentist’s Office, 

Actually, Sullivan said, Nunn 
never had been in a dentist's office 
in his life and Dr. Waterg never 
had treated a Negro patient. When 
Dr. Waters received a check from 
the relief office with Nunn's name 
on it, he added, she made inquiry at 
the office and was told the check 
was for Miss Ulrich's bill, but she 
did not cagh it, 

The opening statement by Louis 
Beasley, one of the three attorneys 
for the defense, was to the effect 
that Ulrich did not act as active 
head of the relief administration, 
although he was administrator ex- 
officio as township supervisor. 
Beasley stated that Ulrich left the 
conduct of the office in the hands 
of a subordinate who had active 
charge of the records and sole au- 
thority to make out checks. Ulrich 
signed in blank, the attorney said, 

This subordinate, Beasley con- 
tended, had approved .the $50 bill 
for payment and had made out the 
check, without any instructions 
from Ulrich or Mrs. Rieff. Beasley 
added that no funds actually were 
drawn for payment of the bill and 
that Miss Ulrich had paid Dr. Wa- 
ters with her own money. 

Felony Charges. 

The charge against the three de- 
fendants, contained in an indict- 
ment returned by a St. Clair Coun- 
ty grand jury last December, is a 
felony punishable by one to seven 
years in prison.

NN OUTSIDE WPA JOBS 


Farning First Pay Since Christ- 
mas on Projects, Blocked 
by Cold and Snow. 


About 1500 of 11,000 outside WPA 
workers returned to Sewer and con- 
struction projects today in sub- 
freezing weather in the effort to 
earn, at relief scale, their first pay 
since Christmas. “ 

Snow blocked the outside jobs 
Dec. 23. Schedules had been ar- 
ranged as far as possible for full 
time before Christmas, 65 hours in 
a 15-day “work period.” Hence, 
most of the 11,000 obtained most 
of their full $30 for the half-month 
then, and nothing since then. 

The first men went back Monday 
to work on those projects where it 
is possible despite the cold and the 
frozen remnants of successive 
snows. They have acquired “work 
credit,” limited to 65 hours, which 
they may work out in coming weeks 
if weather permits, to add to their 
$60 average monthly wage. 

Meantime several hundred daily 


have sought aid from the Social 
Security Commission, It is barred 
by law from helping even the tech- 
nically “employable.” 


But it has, in some cases of ex- 
tremity, stretched a point and 
stretched its funds to provide coal 
and food where there was sickness, 
milk where there was a new baby. 
And from ‘surplus commodities, 
where attention to need is less 
hamstrung by regulation, it has dis- 
tributed a month’s rationing. to 
each applicant—for a family of 
four this month, 12% pounds of 
white flour and 12% of graham, 10 
pounds of corn meal, five of rolled 
oats, 10 pounds each of onions and 
squash and three of raisins. 

Unless the cold wave is even more 
bitter than forecast, or heavy snow 
falls again, the WPA office stated, 
the number returning to work will 
increase. But no major return may 
be expected, it was made clear, un- 
til it is warmer.

Crisis or Modus Vivendi With Japan? Trade 
Embargo Might Provoke Trouble Too 
Big for Navy to Handle.

FTER Jan. 26, Congress will 
Arve the right to impose an 

embargo on trade between the 
United States and Japan, and there 
is no doubt that former Secretary 
Henry L. Stimson speaks for an 
influential and well informed body 
of opinion when he urges Congress 
to exercise that right. 
The question is as delicate as it 
is complex. In arguing, as I shall 
venture to do in this article, that 
this is not he proper time for 
Congress to exercise its right to 
impose an embargo, I do not differ 
from Mr. Stimson in. his moral 
judgment of the Japanese agegres- 
sion or in his conception of the

But I do think he is mistaken in 
defining the issue as if our own 
choices were to acquiesce shame- 
fully in the immediate conquest of 
China, or to challenge Japan’s pow- 
er to continue the war by such 
drastic measures that we shall be 
seeking to encompass the downfall 
ef the military party. There is, I 
hope, another alternative, which is 
to postpone the crisis. 

For it seems to me that in view 
of the total situation in the world, 
it is not now expedient to take ac- 
tion which will bring Far Eastern 
affairs to a crisis. It seems to me 
wiser, providing the Japanese do 
not themselves precipitate a crisis, 
to seek a modus vivendi which will 
postpone a settlement of the Far 
Eastern question. 


The compelling reason, I believe, 
for not precipitating a crisis in the 
‘Par East is that the United States 
does not now possess a two-ocean 
navy, and there is no prospect of 
our being able to construct such 
a navy within the next five, prob- 
ably within the next 10, years. 

There are at present only two 
navies in the Pacific, the Japanese 
and the American, and though the 
American Navy is somewhat strong- 
er than the Japanese, it is by no 
means strong enough to control the

Jarred by County’s Seamy Side. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 

INCE moving from the city into St. 

Louis County, it has been interesting 
to explore superficially my new sur- 
roundings, and I even wrote letters to 
the Post-Dispatch describing the natural 
beauty and attractiveness of the county. 
Like thousands of others who have come 
out here, I did not look for the ugly 
things. At least, I did not see them in 
their fundamental ugliness, but perhaps 
noted them merely as “quaint” and 
thought little more about them. 

It is something of a jar to have the 
gseamy side of things out here flashed 
on the screen as Ann Rice Ludlow 
showed it in her letter last Saturday, in 
the Post-Dispatch Mirror of Public Opin- 
ion. She not only tells of the bad things 
that are here, but goes further and tells 
of the good things that are not here. 

St. Louis overflowed so rapidly into 
the county in recent decades that per- 
haps there is some excuse for neglect- 
ing to improve the general living condi- 
tions in the county. Furthermore, this 
overflow from city into county carried 
with it not only the well-to-do and other 
substantial, self-supporting families, but 
also some of the poor and needy. The 
county perhaps has been the victim, as 
well as the beneficiary, of the city. 

The fact is, I believe, this area, includ- 
ing city and county, is naturally a unit, 
and there might be general improvement 
if it were organized under one civic sys- 
tem. But perhaps a majority of coun- 
tians—say about 10 to 1—would be against 
such a proposition, at first blush. 

If improvements are to come, doubtless 
they will have to be brought about by an 
awakening of the men and women who 
are living with one foot in the city and 
the other in the county. They probably 
make up a majority of the countians. If 
they should take these matters to heart, 
and rise to their full responsib ‘ities and 
privileges, St. Louis County could have 
living conditions, in general, in keeping 
with its goodly natural endowments.

William McClellan, Union Electric’s new president, 
has given repeated assurances that he is anxious to 
do all in his power to aid in unraveling the stench- 
some story written by the ousted former officers. of 
the corporation.

Yet the first empleye to come forward and give 
vital gnformation since the Securities and Exchange 
Commission began its probe is instantly and uncere- 
moniously shown the door. And this.in cool disre- 
gard of a record of 35 years of unbroken service, 32 
of which had been spent as the company’s secretary. 

Is this the way to facilitate the inquiry? Is this 
the way to encourage others who possess real in- 
‘formation to unburden themselves to the SEC? Or 
is it the way to seal their mouths? P 

Mr. McClellan says that immunity has been prom- 
fsed to all ordinary employes who tell what they 
know, but that this rule does not apply to persons 
of rank. The trouble with this is that it is chiefly 
persons of some importance in the company who 
have information to contribute. Messrs. Egan, Boehm 
and Laun, despite’ their surprising effrontery, did 
not go about advertising their actions to the whole 
Union Electric organization. | 

The question of how Spoehrer should have been 
treated is obviously a delicate one.. He had been a 
party to the serious offense of diverting funds which 
properly belonged to the utility. But it also appears 
definitely that he was acting on orders from his su- 
perior officer or officers. He must have suspected, 
but it does not appear that he knew, to what uses 
the money was to be put. . 

In any case, his alternatives were to obey orders 
or resign. This is clear from the fate of Oscar 
Funk, vice-president in charge of accounting, whom 
Egan and Boehm were allowed to throw to the wolves 
for protesting against the corrupt management. 

When forced to make his choice, Spoehrer was well 
past ‘middle age. Had he resigned, he could not 
have hoped to have the support-of his superiors in 
getting a new position. More likely, he. would have 
been blacklisted, as Funk was. : 

So Spoehrer did what most other men would have 
done in the circumstances. He obeyed orders and 
kept his $12,000-a-year job. Spoehrer’s offense—if it 
is no more than has been made public—was far less 
than that of the parent corporation, the North Amer- 
ican Co. North American kept Egan, Boehm and 
Laun in power long after Funk’s disclosures and pre- 
sumably might never have acted to clean house ex- 
cept as it was forced to do so by the long, strong 
arm of the Federal Government. 

Egan and Boehm were kept on the payroll at fat 
salaries for months after they .were displaced as ex- 
ecutives and they were finally severed from the pay- 
roll by their own resignations. Laun, an obvious 
principal in the skulduggery, is still on the payroll 
at a higher salary than Spoehrer ever drew, even 
though he is under Federal indictment and his of- 
fenses are positively known. 

What sort of co-operation is Union Electric giving 
when it fires Spoehrer, who aided the SEC investi- 
gation, but continues to pay a handsome salary to 
Laun, who is trying to block it? What sort of deal 


is the public getting when the money it pays in 
electric rates is used to subsidize a mortal foe of the 
SEC probe but is withheld from one who speaks out 
in the public interest? 

Where are the “human values” in the Spoehrer 
case? They apparently do not exist, any more than 
they did in the case of Oscar Funk, who had to go to 
Rio de Janeiro to try to make a comeback. _ 

Presumably Spoehrer, though he is apparently only 
a victim of circumstances, should have been demoted. 
But when men like Spoehrer, with a lifetime of 
service to their credit, are thrown completely-out for 
no other announced reason than that they have told 
the truth about offenses not primarily their own, 
McClellan’s pious announcement of co-operation with 
the SEC must be viewed as so much transparent 
hokum.

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QUESTIONS FOR THE SMITH COMMITTEE. 
Reconsideration of the Wagner Act is one of the, 
most important and controversial tasks facing Con- 
gress. For its proper pefformance, it is ‘absolutely 
essential that Congress have the whole picture of the 
workings of this law through the administration of 
the National Labor Relations Board. 

This was the justification for the appointment by 
the House«ef the Smith committee after the regular 
labor committees of both the House and Senate 
had already held extended hearings on the ad- 
ministration of the law. This special committee: be- 
gan its deliberations on Dec. 11 and, after ‘a. brief 
holiday interlude, resumed them on Jan. 5. So far, 
its activities have been confined to Washington, but 
now it is about to ask for $50,000 to pay its ex- 
penses on a barnstorming trip through the country. 
However, despite the efforts of a miiiority of the 
members, its procedure to date does not warrant 
the granting of this request. Its first witness was 
Dr. William L. Leiserson, who was appointed to 
the board only six months ago. Much was made of 
his disagreements with the two other board mem- 
bers, J. Warren Madden, who has been its chairman 
from the beginning, and Edwin S. Smith, who came 
to the present board from the old NRA Labor Board. 
Both asked for a full hearing on their side of the 
story. 

Should they not have been heard at once, especially 
since the Supreme Court has so uniformly upheld 
their decisions? It is of course, an important part 
of the Smith committee’s job to go afield in its search 
for irregularities and improprieties on the part-of the 
board’s lesser personnel. But will the impartiality 
of a. congressional investigation be preserved if Mr.

Between 1920 and 1939, Russia enjoyed 


peace. During that period, Germany, En- 
gland and France were not involved in war; 
yet they did not move their armed forces 
against the Soviet Union, although at cer- 
tain times in those 19 years Russia was ex- 
tremely weak and exposed. 


In 1919, Germany volunteered to march 


into Russia to crush the Soviet regime. 
Marshal Foch demurred—he did not wish 
Germany to recuperate in Russia. After 
this present war, the Allies, if they win, are 
likely.to adopt the same view for the same 
reason; if Germany wins, it can only. be 
atthe end of a most exhausting struggle in 
which all the belligerents will have been se- 
riously debilitated. 


During and after a European war, there- 


fore, Russia would have been in no greater 
real danger of a Western invasion than at 
any other time since 1920. This war proves 
that the contradictions among the capital- 
ist Powers have been greater than those be- 
tween the capitalist world and Russia. 


Moreover, the independence of the Baltic 


states served as a protection for Russia. 
They were buffers. against attack.

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RURAL SCHOOL MERGER 


Research Institute Reports 
Small Districts in Missouri 
Are Perpetuated. 


Complete failure of the 1931 Mis- 
souri school law to bring about the 
consolidations of rural districts 
which was one of its purposes is 
shown today in a report by the 
Governmental Research Institute. 


The report shows that 7864 rural! 


school districts remain in Missouri, 
serving 200,000 white pupils. The 
“typical” rural school has 18 pupils 
enrolled and 14 in average daily 
attendance, with one teacher to 
give instruction in all grades from 
the first through the eighth. 

Small size of the present districts 
is shown further by the fact that 
349 districts have fewer than five 
pupils, 861 have five to nine, 1640 
have 10 to 14 and 1601 have 15 
to 19. Thus a total of 4451 dis- 
tricts, or 57 per cent. have fewer 
than 20 pupils. 

Of the 7711 districts which re- 
ceive State funds, 462 do not em-

Flying at High Altitudes 


By Logan Clendening, M. D. 


OES high altitude flying have 
any effect on head colds? 


It is a common belief that high 
altitude flying will make a head 
cold worse and intensify the symp- 
toms. The. mucous membrane in 
the nose is already congested when 
a .person has ai head _ cold, 
and it is true that altitude in- 
creases the congestion. The sen- 
sation of fullness in the ear and 
deafness due to the lack of equali- 
zation of pressure are much worse 
when there is a head cold which 
may stop up the lower end of the 
eustachian tube and interfere with 
the escape of air within the middle 
ear. 

Even minute hemorrhages have 
been found on the surface of the 
ear drum as a result of flying in 
high altitudes when the nose is af- 
fected. 

‘Jt has been observed that the 
baneful effects of high altitude fly- 
ing may be almost completely neu- 
tralized and full protection afford- 


ed, if the human subject is given . 


the advantage of inhalation of 
helium and oxygen. Helium is a 
very light gas and has been found 
beneficial mixed with oxygen in 
asthma because it can be breathed 
into the lungs with greater ease 
than_air. Airplane companies are 
now ‘installing tanks of oxygen and 
helium in their ships to meet this 
emergency. 

Those who are sensitive to dust 
and pollen grains are, of course, 
as is well known, immediately re- 
lieved on attaining high altitudes, 
although studies made by research 
workers have shown that pollen 
grains do float at surprisingly 
great heights. 

Another condition which is re- 
lieved by attaining a high altitude 
is a certain type of vacuum head- 
ache,

r my mashed potatoes,” re- 
marked Mrs, : eas was as- 
sisting in the preparation of a 
Sunday dinner.

Of course, she had beaten into 
them foamy-melted butter and bub- 
bling-hot cream. They were as 
good as mashed potatoes can_ be. 
Always avoiding work when I can, 
I should have used the ricer first 
and put the final touch with the 
beater after the milk, butter and 
seasoning have been added.» There 
is really no excuse for having 
lumpy, unappetizing mashed po- 


tatoes, which actually are too often 
offered. This simple dish can be 


ALWAYS receive applause 


so good. 
Baked potatoes, which are even 
simpler to prepare, are often 


ruined. I like to use a hot oven 
at first, then lower the tempera- 
ture, and when the potatoes are 
tender throughout, which can be 
estimated by pressing one inside 
a towel, they should be taken out 
of the oven and broken open im- 
mediately. If you are not quite 
ready to serve them, cover them 
with a clean towel, so that the 
steam will be absorbed. Then 
they will be mealy and dry. 

A good sized lump of butter may 
be put in each one, and they may 
be sprinkled with salt and pap- 
rika or minced chives, parsley or 
onion. Of course, the/ contents 
may be removed from the shells 
and treated as mashed potatoes, 
then returned to the shells and 
put back in the oven to brown. 
These are particularly convenient 
for use for a buffet supper when 
you like to prepare things ahead. 
For this purpose I also like to use 
what I call potato puff. For this 
the beaten egg yolks’ and whites 
are added to creamy mashed po- 
tatoes, well seasoned with minced 
onion and parsley. This mixture 
is then put in well-buttered cas- 
seroles and baked in a hot oven 
a few minutes before you are 
ready to serve. 


* we * 

EITHER BO D or baked pota- 
toes may be used for any of the var- 
ious types of creamed potatoes. 
They should be diced and combined 
with a cream sauce which may be 
seasoned with grated cheese or 
sliced cheese may be put over the 
top. In this fashion they are usually 
known as potatoes au gratin, al- 
though this phrase is literally trans- 
lated as “with brown crumbs.” 
Sometimes well buttered crumbs 
are sprinkled over the top of a 
dish of creamed potatoes before 
they are baked. I like very much 
another form of creamed potatoes 
which is prepared by cooking the 
diced vegetables in butter for a few 
moments and then adding rich 
milk and,allowing it to cook slow- 
ly until the starch from the pota- 
toes thickens the sauce. 

Either raw or boiled potatoes 
may be used for frying. The raw 
vegetable is always used for deep 
fat frying and the _ results are 
known as French fried, chips, Sar- 
atoga and Julienne, depending 
somewhat on the shape and fthick- 
ness. For the always favorite 
hashed browned potatoes, the pre- 
cooked vegetable is used and should 
be dicéd very finely. 

These are a few of the hundreds 
of ways in which potatoes may be 
prepared. Actually, however, there 
are only three basic ways for cook- 
ing them. The rest are all varia- 
tions of boiling, baking and frying. 


POTATOES WITH CHEESE 
MERINGUE. 


Two tablespoons butter, two eggs, 
salt, pepper, paprika, three cups 
mashed potatoes, hot milk, one-half 
cup grated cheese.
